| Twelve Injured When |

Virtually all the guests were laborer 

The cause of the blaze was unde-

| who perished probably had been suf 
focuted while they slept, None could 
be identified at once 

The building was characterized by) 
firemen as a “fire trap.” The blaze 
was extinguished in half an hour 

The hotel was operated by M 
Okada, whose wife was critically tn 
jured when she leaped from a# third 
storey window Panie stricken and 
choked with smoke, she opened the 
window and leaped to the street, An 
awning broke her fall but she suffer- 
ed a broken leg and other injuries 

Three firemen were overcome by the 
dense smoke which made fire fight-

Gov't. Announces Wages

Assovlated Press Cable 
LONDON, Oct, 17—The government 
Wednesday informed offielals of the 
miners’ union that early next year 
there would be «a uniform reduction 
in the hours of work from 8 to 71% 
hours a day without reduction of 
wages, as the first installment toward 
meeting thelr demands, 

lhe miners sought repeal of the 8- 
hour act, passed by the last Con- 
servative government, and reversion 
to the seven-hour day, 

Prolonged conferences were held in 
Downing street today between repre- 
sentatives of the miners and owners 
and the cabinet coal committee, The 
miners demanded also a national 
agreement and a minimum wage. 

The conference was adjourned until 
next week, 

Provisions for the reorganization 
of the industry, marketing schemes 
and price fixing will be discussed at 
further conferences and it was unof- 
ficlally understood that the govern- 
ment had decided to nat‘onalize min- 
ing royalties early in 1930 also.

It does not 
offer encouragement to men of standing 
and business experience who might other- 
wise be induced to stand as candidates for 
the mayoralty and for the five aldermanic 
seats which are to become vacant. Men of 
that type will hardly enter the field un- 
less assured of support which will give 
them a fair chance of election. There 
can be litle assurance of such support 
when taxpayers genérally do not appear 
to be greatly concerned as to who is to di- 
rect the city’s affairs. 

To a busy man, particularly to a man 
of large interests, and the capacity to 
handle large affairs, membership in the | 
city council is not something to be desired. 
It demands a large amount of time and 
attention, for which there is no reward 
other than the satisfaction of rendering 
service. From the standpoint of private | 
business interests, a position on the coun- | 
cil is a nuisance and an expense, It can 
be assumed that outstanding business | 
men will not thrust themselves into the 
arena and seek these offices. If candi- 
dates of that type are lo be secured the 
public will have to show an interest in 
civic matters which would give such men 
a reasonable prospect of being elected, If 
the C, G. A. has rightly gauged the situa- | 
tion, the outlook for a business council for | 
next year is not very bright. 


A CONTINENT OF DISTRUST 

France is to spend $100,000,000 forti- 
fying her frontiers against Germany and 
Italy, while the total outlay on the French 
army for the coming year is calculated at 
$242,000,000. With these figures in mind 
it is somehat difficult to recall that a few 
months ago France, Germany and Italy 
affixed their signatures to what is known 
as the Kellogg-Briand pact, by which 
each of them undertook to exclude war 
from its national policy.

Offices Handling 
Many Landseekers 


Up to the end of September this 
6,006 souls have been passed 
through the local offices of the Cana- 
dian National Colonization offices, ac- 
cording to figures released by N. B. 
McGuire, superintendent of coloniza- 
tien, on Thursday morning 

Of this number 2,982 were Cana- 
dans who have migrated to the Peace 
River country in search of land, and 
have brought into that district capital 


amounting to $2,870,031, while 469 
American land seekers, with approxi- 
mately $195,515 capital, also were 
handled by officials, the majerity of 
the going Into the Peace River dis- 
trict 

Three hundred and sixteen single 
British farm hands were placed on 


farms to receive instruction in Cana 
dian farming methods, after which 
they will be placed on farms by the 
Canadian National Land Settlement 
Association. Sixteen British families 
were also placed on farms for training, 
and will be settled on their own farms 
durng 1930, 

Immigrants from other countries 
handled through the Edmonton office 
numbered 2,176

PINK OYSTER 
GIVEN CLEAN 
HEALTH BILL

ALBANY, N.Y,, Oct. 17,—The “pink 
oyster,” after undergoing ten years of 
investigation, Wednesday, received a 
clean bill of health from the state,

color, chemists of the department of
